Who would determine the books which would constitute 
the library ? 

Would Mrs. Eaton T s name be placed in, on or about the 
Library ? 

Should the name of the Library be placed on or inside 
cover of each book ? 

Might a t photo of Mrs. Eaton have a prominent place 
in Library ? 

Will amount be paid over in one lump sum or as 
required ? 

Should money be turned over - (apart from what is 
required for Books) - when structure for library 
is available - or what would be the idea ?

I spoke to Mr. I. R. Lev/is to-day regarding the letters 
which Mr. R# Y. Eaton had asked him to speak to Miss Somers about. 
Mr. Lev/is informed :je as undernoted and said he had advised Ur. 
R. Y. Eaton. 

As to students of the Margaret Eaton School who have 
completed one year, Lliss Sobers said that such students as so 
desired could take the second and third years of the University 
Course, and if successful would be granted the University 
Diploma. Hiss Sobers -aid Senior Matriculation standing would 
be rec nired in all cases except v.here the student was an ex- 
ceptionally outstanding one, in which cases matriculation re- 
quirements may be waived. Mr. Lewis said that Miss Soners was 
advising Margaret Eaton School students to this effect, ftuconts 
who have completed the 2-year course of Margaret Eaton School 
and who have qualified for its diploic would not receive further 
tuition under University Course. Er. Lewis learned froia hiss 
Sobers that she does not consider there is anv^ necessity for 
the $11,000 od£ ca&h surplus to be turned oyjtx to, the Univer- 
sity for purposes of a library until such t£me as the Univer- 
sity provides a building suitable for the purpose. Also, Miss 
Somers did not think it would be necessary to turn over all the 
ley at once - it could be divided part/now and part later « 

Mr. Lewis also said he had been speaking to a friend of 
his, Lir. Viler ess, who has had experience in maintenance of 
libraries, and he expressed the opinion that about $150 a year 
would be about ample for this purpose. It should not require 
that amount in the earlier years ol a new library which would 
be substantially up to date at tiifie of its purchase.

Re proposed Medals for Margaret Eaton Sohool 
in University 

The Margaret Eaton School Course is at the present time 
for Physical Training, hut as the original idea was that it should 
he a School of Literature & Expression as the name implies, it 
is desirable that Literature and Expression should continue to be 
linked up with the Margaret Eaton name. This could be accomplished 
by awarding Scholarships known as "Margaret Eaton Scholarships", 
to win which the student, besides standing highest in the Margaret 
Eaton Course would rank high in examinations held for Literature 
and Oral Expression. It is presumed that classes for these would 
be conducted in some other part of the University. 

There should be no difficulty about Literature, and as 
regards Oral Expression Professor Frisby might be able to advise. 

The proposal is to give a Scholarship in the first year for 
second year; and in the second year for third year. And at the 
end of the third, or Graduating Tear, a medal would be awarded in 
lieu of the Scholarship. The same wording would be used in describing 
who shall win the Margaret Eaton Medal at the end of the third year.

In addition to this and in recognition of Mrs, Emma Scott 
Raff Nasmith's early connection with the School, there could be a goia 
medal awarded to the graduate in the Sohool who has shown high pro- 
ficiency in Literature and Oral Expression. This would be known as tne 
"Emma Scott Raff Nasmith Medal".
